Smith, of Pettis, came down with him as 
far as Syracuse, where he and his two 
daughters stopped, fearing the train would 
be fired into below that point. The train 
on yesterday having been discontinued 
above Jefferson City, Mr. Cotterell is fear- 
ful Geu. Smith and family have fallen into 
rebel hands. Tne General is very obnox 
ious to them, aud they may kill him before 
they get through with him — St. Louis Dem 

The Way to Do it. — Immediately after 
the firing into the train on the Hannibal 
and St. Joe Railroad, last week, near Pal- 
myra, General Pope ordered General Hul- 
burt to occupy the county with a military 
force, quartering the troepsonthe inhabi- 
tants. He gave the inhabitants six days to 
find and bring in the offending parlies, aud 
if they were not produced a contribution 
was to be levied on horses, mules provisions, 
provender, Ac., to the amount of $10,000 on 
the residents of the county, and $5,000 on 
the inhabitants of Palmyra. The six days 
have not yet expired, and we learn that 
nearly half the people of the county are 
scouring the woods fer the offenders This 
is the way to do it — St. Louis Democrat.

Sprisqfisld, Mo., AuguBt 15. — The 
following proclamation haa been issued: 

To the People of Missouri : 

Having been called by the Governor of 
your State to assist in driving the Federal 
forces out of the State and in restoring the 
people to tbeir just rights, I have come 
among you simply with the view of making 
war upon our Northern foes, to drive them 
back. I give the oppressed of your State 
an opportunity of again staiding up as 
freemen, and uttering their >rue sentiments. 
You have been overrun and trampled upon 
by the mercenary hordes of the North. 
Your beautiful State has been nearly 
subjugated, but those true sons of Missouri 
who have oontinued in arms, together with 
my force, came back upon the enemy, and 
we have gained over them a great and signal 
victory. Their General-in Chief is slain 
and many cf their other general officers 
wounded. Their army i9 in full flight, and 
now, if the true men of Missouri will rise 
up and rally around their standard, the 
State will be redeemed. 

I do not come among you to make war 
upon any of your people, whether Union 
or otherwise. The Union people will be 
protected iu their rights and property. It 
is earnestly recommended to them to return 
to their homes. Prisoners of the Union 
party, who have been arrested by the army, 
will be released, and allowed to return to 
their friends. Missouri must be allowed to 
chooie her own destiny. No oaths binding 
your consciences will be administered. 1 
have driven the enemy from among you. 
The time has now arrived for the people of 
the State to act. You cannot longer pro- 
crastinate. Missouri must uow take her 
position, be it North or South.

The following general order has also been 
promulgated :

Camp near Springfield, Mo , - 

August 12, 1861. j 

The General commanding takes great 
pleasure iu announcing to the army under 
his command the signal victory it has just 
gained. 

Soldiers of Louisiana, of Arkansas, and 
of Texas, nobly have you sustained your- 
selves, ehcu’.der to shoulder. You have 
met the enemy and driven him before you. 
Your first battle has been glorious, and 
ycur General is proud of you. The oppos- 
ing forces, composed mostly of the old 
regular army cf the North, have thrown 
themselves upon you, confident of victory ; 
but, by great gallantry and determined 
c urage, you have entirely routed it, with 
great slaughter. Several pieces of artillery 
and many provisions are now iu your 
hands. The Commander in-Chief of the 
euemy is slain, and many of the general 
officers are wounded. The flag of the 
Confederacy now floats over Springfield, 
the stronghold. The friends of our cause 
who have been imprisoned there are 
released. While announcing to the army 
the great victory, the General hopes that 
the laurels you have gained will not be 
tarnished by a single outrage. The private 
property of citizens of either party must he 
respected. Soldiers that fought as you did 
day before yesterday cannot rob or plunder.

As an evidence of how tbe private proper- 
ty of citizens of either party will be re- 
spected, we may mention that the farm of 
Hon- John 8. Pbelphs was visited by the 
rebels, and all his cattle, hor8e9, mules, and 
everything valuable ou the premises were 
driven away or destroyed. 

Washington, August 22 — The Intelli 
gencer has advices via Kentucky that the 
rebels are preparing to attempt an invasion 
of Maryland and intend an offensive move- 
ment on Cheat Mountain pass. Twenty- 
ihree prisoners were released to day, 
captured at Phillippi They profess Union 
sentiments. 

Deserters from the rebel army say that 
all the enemy’s troops have marched up 
from Richmond to Manassas. Much sick- 
ness and discontent exists among the men. 

Under the orders of the War Department 
the army will soon be completely uniformed 
in blue. 

Senator Wilson has accepted an appoint- 
ment on McClellan’s staff 

Philadelphia, Aug. 22. — On the arrival 
of tbe New York train this morning, the U 
S Marshal examined all the bundles of 
papers brought on the train, and seized 
every copy of the New York News. Its sale 
'is totally suppressed. 

The Marshal also eeized all the bundles 
of the Daily News at the Express office in 
this city, for the West and South, including 
over 1,000 copies for Louisville, and nearly 
500 for Baltimore, Washington, Alexandria 
and Annapolis 

U. S Marshal Milward took posses- 
sion this morning of the office of the Chris 
tian Banner, in consequence of a late vir- 
ulent article cu the unholy war. 

Cairo, August 22 — The gun-boat Lex- 
ington, Captain Steiubel commanding, 
captured the steamer W. B. Terry at Padu- 
cah, Ky., this morning. The Terry was 
used in convening contraband goods to the 
rebels up the Tennessee river. She had on 
board 30 Minis rifles and one field-pieoe, 
and a rebel flag was found ou her. She was 
brought to Cairo. 

Col. Dougherty and Lieutenant-Colonel 
Ransom, wounded in the fight at Charleston, 
are rapidly recovering. 

No news from below to-day. 

The Lexington returned to Paducah to- 
night. 

Washington, August 22. — A feeling of 
perfect security pervades our entire com- 
munity. The feints of the Confederates on 
the line of the Potomac are now better 
understood. Military men say that soon, 
with the ordinary dependence on raw 
troops, they would desire nothing better 
than for Generals Johnston and fieaure- 
guard to attempt that part of the Confeder- 
ate programme which eontemplates an 
advance on Washington. It is expected 
that this rallying cry is adopted to sustain 
the flagging spirits of the rebel troops, 
whose numbers it is well known are fast 
diminishing by emall-pox, eto. 

Nbw York, August 22. — It seems certain 
that the privateer Bumpier is still at 
liberty. 

A letter, dated at Curaooa, August 7th, is 
received saying that the Sumpter had taken 
two vessels off Laguayra — the schooner 
Abby Bradford and the bark Jos. Maxwell. 
It appears that (he Venezuela Government 
acts differently from the authorities here in 
Curaooa, having refused the Sumpter 
admittance, and having dispatohed a vessel 
seventy miles north of Laguayra to retake 
the Joseph Maxwell, which is anchored 
among those keys. 

Washington, August 22 — There are no 
signs of hostility f om the enemy. Lieut. 
Col. Ripley, of the Ordenanoe Department, 
is appointed Brigadier General. 



Albany, N. Y., August 22. — Governor 
Morgan has issued a proclamation. He 

says : 

“As chief magistrate of the State, it is 
my duty to warn all good and loyal men of 
the dangers to which our institutions are 
exposed, and urge upon them the necessity 
of earnest and zealous co-operation wiih 
the authorities of the State aud General 
Government, of cheerful contribution of 
their means tn support the public credit, 
and of active enrollment in the forces now 
being organized for the defense of the 
Union, convinced that the tranquility of the 
country so wantonly disturbed can only be 
restored by the prompt and vigorous sup 
pression of rebellion and treason whenever 
either may appear.” 

After allnding to the loyalty of New 
York, and to what the State had already 
done, he sajs: 

“Another stage in the great rebellion has 
been reached, and the Government, appre 
ciating the dangers now menacing, appeals 
for aid. The whole country, the civilized 
world, now looks to the State of New York. 
Let the response be worthy of her history. 
Let her answer go back in full ranks of 
earnest men, who, justly valuing the mag 
nitude of the interests inolved temporarily, 
relinquish their pursuits and prepare to 
meet the crisis.” 

New York, August 22.— The British brig 
Andover arrived this evening from Savan- 
nah. She reports that ou the 17th in t., 
off Cape Hati eras, she was boarded from a 
privateer steamer; could not learn her 
name; was none on Her stern. She was a 
side-wheel river boat, about 200 tons, and 
mounted two guns, one a small pivot, and 
the other a large stationary gun amidships. 
They reported having several priz-s in 
Hattera9 Inlet. They turther stated th *y 
expected a United States brig-of-war along 
that way, and if she came with two other 
larger vessels, intended to attack her. The 
officers of the boats’ crew of the privateer 
were all apparently eastern men. 

Gallipolis, Ohio, August 22. — A skir- 
mish took place on the 20th inst , at Hawk’s 
Nest, eight miles beyond Gauley. The 
rebels, 4000 strong, advanced to where the 
Eleventh Ohio had erected barricades, and 
were driven back with a loss of 50 killed 
and a considerable number wounded and 
taken prisoners. Our loss is none killed, two 
sightly wounded, and one missing. Our 
forces captured quite a number of horses 
and equipments. 

Another report by the steamer from Ka- 
nawha says, that O. Jennings Wise was 
taken prisoner. This is only a report, 
doubted by some. 

Washington, August 22. — Much indig. 
nation is manifested at the release of rebel 
prisoners, who go to day to Norfolk under 
a flag of truce. One colonel and one 
captain are among them 

By order of the Secretary of War a 
fugitive slave was arrested near Rockville 
and surrendered to his owner. 

The Government is satisfied that General 
Fremont could not have Bent reinforce- 
ments to Gen. Lyon, previous to the battle 
near Springfield, without endangering the 
safety of Eastern Missouri. 

Kansas City, Mo., August 22 — Informa 
tion of ihe organization of large forces of 
secessionists is received here. From 1,500 
to 2,000 will leave Jackson county this 
week, and as many more from Lafayet'e 
county, en rente for the secession head- 
quarters. Rumors of an attack on this 
city are current. 

8 t Louis, August 22. — John A. Brownlee 
was released lrom custody to-day, upen 
condition that he would resign his position 
as President of the Board of Police Com 
missioners, leave the city, remain in some 
free State, and not return here without the 
consent of the military authorises. 

New York, August 22 — The case of the 
Baltimore Police Commissioners was dis- 
posed of thi9 morning. Judge Garrison 
submitting the inevitable necessity and 
dismissing the case. 

Cincinnati, August 22 — Private dis 
patches say that tbe Tennesseeans Beized 
at Paducah, Ky., to-day. the Evansville 
and Paducah mailboat, and took her, with 
cargo, up the Tennessee river. 

Philadephia, August 22 — Private in- 
formation from Governor Banks’ column 
says he advanced to Winchester, and has 
taken possesion, notwithstanding the oppo- 
sition of 4,000 rebels.

Telegraphic News. 

Washington, August 21. — Tribune's Cor- 
respondence — The War Department has in- 
formation which leads to the belief that the 
rebels have withdrawn a mile beyond Fair- 
fax Court-house, leaving only pickets in the 
village. The movement was made with 
precipitation, and it is reported the rebel 
strength at Leeshurg was increasing, and 
consists of several thou-and men supported 
by artillery. Gen. Banks is near enough 
to the Point to preeeut serious shot and 
shell obstacles to crossing, evea if the river 
were fordable, which it will not be for a 
day or two yet 

To morrow General McClellan assumes 
command of all the troops on the Potomac. 

Senator Wi’son has been offered a place 
in Gen. McClellan’s staff, and is urged by 
Secretary Cameron to take it. He has not 
yet decided to accept. 

Private advices from Kentucky state that 
the Union men there are rapidly receiving 
arms and organizing. Four or five regi- 
ments are ready. It is believed that in a 
few days 20,000 loyal citizens of Kentucky 
and Eastern Tennessee will be on tne line, 
from which hundreds of fugitives are 
prepared to fight their way back 

Last night a mutiny broke out in the 
New York Twenty first Regiment, stationed 
at Fort Bunyan. Forty of its members 
were arrested, and are to be sent to Tor- 
tugas. 

Gen. Fremcnt has been authorized to 
take and use the Illinois Central Railroad 
for mill ary purposes. 

A ept-ciai dispatch to the New York Times 
says : The department has accepted a 

regiment of mounted rangers, to be raised 
in Colorado Territory, tendered by Judge 
Pettis, of that Territory. 

James Regers, one of the deserters from 
the rebel ranks, and a member of the Polish 
Legion, says that when bis regiment left 
New Orleans there was not another regi- 
ment remaining in the city, and that it was 
almost impossible to obta in recruits, though 
most active efforts were making. 

Informs "ion has been received at head 
quarters that the recent rains have entirely 
broken up the plans of the rebels for a 
movement on this city by having bo swollen 
the Potomac as to make it unfordable. 
Tbe r e is no point between Georgetown and 
Harper’s Ferry which can be forded. 

Intelligence has been received of the 
intended active intervention of England, 
France and Spain in Mexican affairs. It is 
also stated that their action is to embrace 
in seme form the recognition of the Southern 
Confederacy; provided, assurances cau be 
had that the South will not make any at- 
tempt at conquest in that quarter. I do 
not learn that any official representation on 
the subject has been had by our Government, 
but the Foreign Legation are well informed 
of it. 

A formidable insurrection occurred among 
the slaves in Orange county, ten days since, 
set on foot by a negro. Several negroes 
were hung for having taken part in the 
movement. There are very few whites left 
in that county, nearly all having been 
drafted into military service of the State 

Special to the New York Herald . — Msj 
Francis W. Crane, Paymaster of the 
United States, has been ordered to Mis 
souri to pay eff the volunteers who are 
waiting for their pay in that section. 

The Union men of Maryland are at last 
fully aroused to the necessity of defending 
their soil against invasion from the South. 
In addition to the Cooper Brigade of three 
years soldiers, Hon. Francis Thomas, in the 
western part of the State, and Col. Wallace, 
on the eastern shore, ar^ rapidly organiz- 
ing home brigades P. stmas er Purnell, 
assisted by Co!. E. R. Pitterbridge, is rais- 
ing two companies of light ariiltery and a 
regiment of icfantry in the center for three 
years’ service. 

Baltimore, August 12. — From informa- 
tion believed to be reliable there is good 
warrant for saying that the report of Gen. 
Johnston crossing the Potomac is false. 

Fort Monroe, August 21 —There is 
nothing of interest proper to communicate 
from this point to-day. Gen Wool held a 
grand review this morning. He took into 
hi= hands every musket belonging to the 
garrison. 

Boston, August 22. — The U. S. frigate 
Congress, from Rio de Janerio, is below. 
The schooner Thomas Woodward, at this 
port from Merogovine, reports that the 
British war steamer ashore there is the 
Driver. 

Philadelphia, Pa., August 22 — The En- 
quirer ox uins city has a pretended Wash- 
ington dispatch describing a flank move- 
ment of the column of General Banks from 
Harper’s Ferry and Sandy Hook, aud the 
occupation of the Ferry by the rebels, end 
the passage of the Potomac by Gcneial 
Johnston’s forces. 

Ironton, Mo., August 20 — The corre- 
spondent of the St. Louis Democrat learns 
that Gen. Prentiss has been assigned to 
command a division embracing tbe several 
points in this vicinity — Cape Girardeau, 
Cairo, and Bird’s Point. 

Gen Grant, who was formerly in com- 
mand here, has been ordered to Jefferson 
City, where he will establish his head, 
quarters. 

Colonel Ross’ Tegimcnt started for 
Fredericktown, Madison county, to-day. 

The enemy is reported to be on St Fran- 
cis river to-day, having left Cedar Creek. 
They have received reinforcements from 
Hardee, with artillery, and are waiting to 
cutoff Colonel Hecker, who is at Marble 
Creek. Their force is eaid to be 2,000 
strong. Hardee's command still remains at 
Greenville. 

A rebel camp, 1,000 strong, is reported 
tear Leeterville, on Black Creek, about 15 
miles southwest cf here, with forces at 
Centerville, Marble Creek and Fredericks- 
town, as there are already at the two latter 
and 60 on will be at the former. The3e rebels 
will eoon secede. 

Cincinnati, Aug. 22. — River fallen ifpur 
inches. There is new fifteen feet eleyen 
inches in the channel. Rain off and on all 
morning Thermometer 75. 

St. Loris, August 22 — Two members of 
the First Kansas Regiment arrived here 
from Springfield, having been released by 
Gen. Price. They report that on the 
Thursday following tho • retreat from 
Springfield General McCulloch started in 
pursuit of Sigel with eight thousand 
cavalry and nine pieces of artillery, but 
after one day’s march, learning that Sigel 
had been reinforoed, be gave up the pursuit 
and marched towards Jefferson City. 

Quite a number of the wouuded on both 
sides have died since our forces left Spring 
field Col. Coffee, who was a prisoner in 
the Federal camp, and "released on parole 
by Gen. Lyon a short time was wounded 
on the rebel side and has sinoe lost & leg. 

The official reports foot up the Federal 
loss in the battle of Wilson’s Creek as fol- 
lows: 

Killed — 223; wounded, 721; missing, 291 
A large number of the missing were taken 
prisoners by the rebels, and have since been 
released. 



From Northeast Missouri — General 
Pope has ordered General Hurlburt to 
march Irom Macon City up to Kirksville, 
with several hundred men and two pieces of 
artillery, to operate against Green and his 
rebel force, who were last heard from in the 
vicinity of Edina 

Colonel Moore, who has from 600 to 1,000 
men stationed at Memphis, Mo., has received 
orders to march from Memphis to Edina. 
Colonel Woodyard will also move on Edina, 
from Monticello, on the east. 

These movements will surround the rebels, 
leaving them, however, an outlet from the 
Fabius river, leading to Palmyra, where a 
force will also be ready to receive them 
Mr. Martin Green and his rebels are in a 
f*ir way of being squelched — St. Louis 
Republican. 

McCulloch’s Army Reported on the 
March — By an offioer who arrived last 
evening from Rolla, we are told it is there 
believed to be accurately ascertained that 
the main body of McCulloch’s army left 
Springfield on Saturdry, departing in three 
divisions, and by three routes. One column 
is said to have marched north, another east, 
and the third south. 

A junction would probably be subse- 
quently formed at some designated point, 
the various roads being taken as a matter 
of sheer necessity, in order to obtain sub- 
sistence for the men, and water and forage 
for the horses. McCulloch’s means of 
transporting his baggage are believed to be 
at present so limited as to preclude bim 
from »ny important undertaking at once. 
St Louis Democrat.
